What Prominent Financiers Think f.

A New York dispatch of March 2d

Some an e an early 
panic in bonds. One prominent bank- 
er points out that the have been 
loaning money at par on these bonds, 
and they will at once require a larger 
margin, and as most of these bonds 
have been drawn against for the full 
n, sales will be forced. This 
will ¥ in addition to the immense 
uantities of bonds that will be 
— on the market by foreign hold- 
ers, and a serious decline will follow. 
One of the largest loaning institutions 
in the city has disposed of most of its 
Government bonds within the past 
ten days, in anticipation of a decline. 
President Winston, of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, says the 
passage of the bill, although stripped 
of many of its objectionable features 
as originally introduced, is none the 
less a great disaster, because it im- 
airs confidence in the integrity and 
onor of our Government, and is a 
very serious blow to our credit. 
President Babcock, of the United 
States Mortgage Company, while en- 
tirely agreeing with the President's 
veto, thinks if Congress will take no 
further action on the subject of the 
finances, the result of the action may 
not be so serious as was generally an- 
ticipated. It will not necessarily in- 
terfere with r of specie pay- 
ments in January, 1879 
President Stewart, of the United 
States Trust Company, says: The 
market effect will not be felt until the 
balance of trade turns against us. 
Then gold will leave the country, and 
we will be on a silver basis. If we 
are to resume specie payments in Jan- 
uary next, the fear is that silver can- 
not be coined ra idly enough to take 
100 place of gold, and the more valu- 
will leave the country. 
The bill, and speeches made in advo- 
cacy, have made Eastern capitalists 
think that if they loan money to the 
West it will be difficult to get it back, 
or that they will be poached. deterred 
in securing repayment. Western 
cities will find it more difficult to bor- 
row money in the East than ever be- 
fore. So long as gold is not wanted 
for shipment abroad, I believe there 
will be only a fractional diflerence be- 
tween the money value of gold and 
the silver dollar, because one will be 
as good as the other to pay duties, and 
will meet every requirement for home 
needs. It is only in dealings abroad 
that the difference will be sensibly 
felt. In saying so much for the bill, I 
still it as disgraceful, and a 
piece of legislation which stabs the na- 
tional honor and integrity. Aftera 
fair trial the very men who have so 
zealously favored it will be the first to 
urge its modification or repeal. 


Carl Schurzand Civil Service. 


Secretary Carl Schurz's sincere and 
intelligent devotion to civil-service re- 
form has founda way—as a way is 
always to be found when there is a 
will—to put the reform into practical 
and illustrative operation in his de- 
partment. The fairest field of civil- 


service reform is at present among the 


army of inferior clerks employed in 

ublic business. The selections of the 
higher grades of officials raises many 
complicating considerations in minds 
inveterately accustomed to the old way 
of reviewing public office as a political 

reward and responsibility. President 
Hayes efforts at civil-service reform 
have for the most part been standed 
on these obstacles. Mr. Schurz, be- 
ginning at the bottom and working up- 
wards, has quietly achieved a practi- 
cal success.

Board of County Com- 
missioners.

The Commissioners are Fully Satisfied 
with their Work. 


The report of the Grand Jury, and 
especially the recommendation to the 
County Commissioners that they de- 
mand of the Sheriff certain umounts 
which they deem to have been illegal- 
ly paid to him by the county on ac- 
count of over charges on his bill, being 
under consideration, it was ordered 

that the Auditor bring in the bills al- 
lowed by the County Commissioners 
for the past year, whereupon the same 
were fully and carefully examined in 
connection with the Grand Jury report. 
The Commisssioners find on examina- 
tion that some of the bills were not as 
fully itemized as they should have 
been to enable persons who were not 
familiar with the transactions to which 
referred to fully understand 
them, but at the time of their allow- 
ance they were fully understood by 
the Board and are so at the present 
time. 

The first items complained of in the 
bill of the Sheriff is for extra mileage 
in serving subpœnaes in town. The 
Grand Jury complain that more than 
one mileage is c For example: 
a su is issued commanding that 
the Sheriff forthwith summons A., B. 
and C. residing at or near the depot; 
the Sheriff goes over for the pu 
of serving the subpoena, and is able to 
find A. and B., but C. is away from 
from home and is not ex to re- 
turn for an hour; the Sheriff returns 
to the Court-house and makes return 
of the subpoena, and afterwards re- 
turns to subpcena C. In this case the 
Sheriff — ob — 2 om separate 
trips, properly charges the county 
therefore, whereas if the Sheriff could 
have subpoenaed the three persons 
named inthe subpoena on one trip 
only one mileage would have been 

le. 

In other cases the persons to be served 
were, not found at home and the 
Sheriff has been obliged to travel be- 
yond the residences of the party or 
make a seperate trip in orderto secure 
attendance. For example: the first 
charge coniplained of in the Sheriff's 
bill is Jan. 12th; anover charge of 
$2 50 for subpceraing six witnesses in 
the case of the State vs. Kelly. We 
find by examination of the subpcenaes 
and returns in the case they show 
that subpoenaes were issued 
and that the Sheriff made seperate 
trips by order of the Court to obtain 
the ar ep * 1 22 i 
was properly enti to the $3 o . 
ed and allowed by the Board. The 
same explanation is applicable to 
other — —— of as an over- 
charge for subpcenaing witnesses in 
Reno. Thatin many cases the wit- 
nesses of jurors were not at home and 
the Sheriff was obliged to make two 
trips for the sake of obtaining the at- 
tendance of the person required in 
which cases he properly charged the 
amount of mileage actually traveled. 
The item referred to by the Grand Jury 
in the Kelly case for subpcenaing wit- 
— at — . — „ 
mileages are c and allowed by 
the Board of $41 40. 

On the trial in case it came to the 
knowledge of the Atty. for the State 
that Eben Williams, residing at Pyra- 
mid, would be a very material witness 
in said case, and a subpoena was placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff for imme- 
diate service. Subsequently thereto, 
after the departure of the Sheriff, the 
attorney for the defense discovered the 
absence of two witnesses on their be- 
half, who had been duly subpcenaed, 
but failed to attend in obedience to 
the command of the subpoena, where- 
upon two bench warrants were issued 
and placed in the hands of the Sheriff, 
who whereupon sent other duputies.

state, that the Sheriff has a war- 
rant for the arrest of a person charged 
with a crime he must serve it immedi- 
ately and without delay, all ex- 
peusés necessarily incurred in the ex- 
ecution of the orders of the Court are 
incidental thereto. The mileage and 
amount allowed by law for service is 
the compensation to the Sheriff, from 
which he pays his own traveling ex- 
penses the expense incurred in ex- 
ecuting the order. Guarding, feeding 
and conveying a prisoner to the Court 
from whence the order issued are an 
additional charge, and in ‘our opinion 
the payment thereof is just and legal.

Section 3, page 399, vol. 2, of the 
Compiled Laws of Nevada provides in 
substance, that the Sheriff shall have 
the custody of the jail and of 
the prisoners therein, and shall 
furnish all nece sustenance, bed- 
ding,clothing and food, for the prison- 
ers committed to his custody; and the 
County Commissioners are hereby re- 
quired to allow him, out of the Coun- 
ty Treasury, all necessary costs and 
expenses thereof. 


In regard to the bill allowed for 
washing, $35 75, many of the prison- 
ers that are brought to jail come cov- 
ered with vermin and dirt. Thrown 

ther and entirely left to them- 
selves, the jail, and eventually the 
entire Court-house would soon become 
untenable for anything but vermin. 
The Sheriff, so far as practicable, has 
has the prisoners do their own wash- 
ing, but the ee and washing of 
blankets and other heavy articles of 
clothing had necessarily to be done 
cn the outside, and we thought at the 
time of the allowance of said bill and 
still think that the same was necessar- 
ily incurred and a proper charge 
against Washoe county. 


In regard to pulling tooth for Mag- 
ie Hart, two dollars, and bottle of 


itters for Rover, common humanity 
demands that every prisoner should 
have and receive necessary medical at- 
tendance. Rover was under sentence 
of death and was suffering in health, 
and bitters were obtained by medical 
advice, the charges were just and nec- 


essary. 

In to shoveling snow from 
the Court House, we state that during 
the heavy snow storm in the Winter 
of 1876-77 the Court House was heav- 
ily covered with snow, and the roof 
was in danger of breaking in. The 
same was shoveled off by order of the 
Board, made before the same was 
done. A number of persons were re- 
quired to promptly perform the labor, 
and the amount — is reasonable 
and just. 

In to the charge for work on 
the well -840— we state that the well 
in front of the Court House had be- 
come dry; the wallipg thereof nad to 
be taken out in order to sink it deeper. 
This was done by prison labor, but the 
rebuilding of said wall required skilled 
labor, such as the jail could not fur- 
nish. The charge for the same was 
reasonable and just and the work 
was ordered by the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

In regard to the other charges of 
**Luxuries we draw attention to the 
law referred to and submit the same. 


The Grand Jury says that there was 
paid to indigent witnesses in Kelly 
case, Feb. 7, 1877, $279. This is de- 
cidedly erroneous, The only witnes- 
ses in that case who received any fees 
were as follows: Eben Williams of 
Pyramid City, $20; W. DeCamp of 
Carson City, $17; total, $37. The 
balance of said sum of $279 was ex- 
ore as follows: In the case of the 

tate of Nevada against Joseph Wil- 
son, a number of witnesses residing in 
Oreana, Humboldt county, were sub- 
peenaed by the Sheriff of the county 
of Washoe, this being less than the 
Sheriff of Humbolbt could do it for.

his legal opinion as to the correctness 
of bills when asked for by this Board. 

In regard to the allowance of $50 
to Captain Johnson, a good Indian, 
the facts are as follows: During the 
heavy snow of last Winter the Indians 
were suffering extremely for want of 
foed ; several persons had, on different 
occasions assisted them, and a petition 
signed by a numberof heavy taxpayers 
presented to this Board praying for a 
reasonable appropriation to them. We 
neither then nor now know of any 
legal objection to grant this relief. It 
relieved the wants of the Indians, 
probably prevented their stealing from 
the whites in order to live, and we see 
no occasion to regret our action. 

The Grand Jury complain of this 
Board allewing the Constable and of 
his charging illegal fees for railroad 
fare of prisoners. The same were at 
the time of their allowance by us con- 
sidered as correct and proper charges, 
and on a re-examination thereof we 
are fully satisfied with our action in 
the matter. 

We find on a re-examination of the 
Sheriffs bills as allowed, that some 
slight errors have crept into them, but 
not exceeding $21 against the county. 
On the other hand, we find that the 
Sheriff was entitled to receive from 
the county, in the single case of the 
State of Nevada against Frank La 
Point, for bringing prisoner into Court 
during the arraignment and trials of 
said cause, $49, which sum was not 
charged in the bills, and the same can 
be said in relation to other cases; but 
we venture the assertion that there 
has been no business transacted in 
Washoe county of like magnitude and 
nature with less amount of error. 

In regard to the charge of money 
improperly advanced by T. K. Hy- 
mers on account of indigent sick per 
sons and for the purpose of sending 
paupers to their homes out of the 
county, and deemed by the Grand 
Jury as a matter of liberality, we 
would say that no money has ever 
been advanced by Hymers or any 
other member of this — without 
its having first been considered and 
agreed upon by us as being for the 
best interest of the county. 

The report of the Grand Jury states 
that the Commissioners have trans- 
acted 7, OOO worth of business in six 
days. This statement is simply in- 
correct. The records show that the 
Commissioners were in actual session 
twenty-nine days, and in addition 
thereto they have at all times given 
attention to county matters whenever 
deemed necessary to do so. 

The extra doctor fees referred to as 
having been allowed for indigent sick, 
$487 50, were necessarily incurred in 
cases not included in the contract this 
county has with its physician—were 
extreme cases, and the expense could 
not be avoided. 

In regard to the extra counsel fees 
allowed by the County Commissioners 
in the prosecution of important 
cases, being a total amount of 8400, 
we state the employment of extra 
counsel was urged upon us by promi- 
nent citizens and taxpayers; that the 
law gives us that right. The services 
faithfully were rendered, and the 
amounts charged therefor are just, 
and in our opinion reasonable, and 
we do not regret our action in the 
matter. 

In conclusion we state that the 
Grand Jury speaks of the increased 
expenses of Washoe county and com- 
pare the same unfavorably with pre- 
vious years. To this we would answer 
that the criminal and civil business of 
the courts in that time has been nearly 
if not quite double that of any pre- 
vious year. This is partly owing to 
the increase in population and general 
business; partly to the facilities af- 


criminals and vagrants in our midst, 
and partly to the hard times that al- 
ways bring with them an increase of 
crime. Over these things we have no 
control, but we hope, as every good 
citizen must hope, that there may be 
less crime and criminals to prosecute, 
that the return of prosperity may also 
bring with it the sunlight of reform, 
and that the county, State and Gen- 
eral Governments may have less occa- 
sion to prefer felonious charges 
ee its citizens, and the expenses 
of our county may be materially les- 
sened. 

In view of the fact of the report 
and recommendations of the Grand 
Jury it was ordered that the forego- 
ing report be spread upon the min- 
utes. 

The money was counted in the 
Treasury, and found to be correct, 
there being in the Treasury $21,- 
807 75, which agrees with the Audit- 
or's report, also $522 02, which was
